Tear Directors beg to report that the ohanga mad 

at the last Kon>'ral mcetlnR, rcdueing tbe niuaber of 
elective directors from slxtoen to six, has proved, in 
our opinion, a d. cidcd ailvanttfe. 

lUirmg the last yi at your directors considered it 
eipfdicnl to efl' i l a oliaiiK'' iu the stall of tho Hospit- 
al hy Hubatilutini; a vi»ltiii(; lor a ro^ldent surgeon, 
and obtoined t'.ie services of Dr. Davie; also, engag- 
liiK Mr. Iiullii:riord and \?ifo as steward and cook. 
ThiB rbanRo y<mr ilir^ctors find has shewn Increased 
ellleiruey with B eoiiHlderablo reduction lu eipundl- 
ture, uH compared with previous years. 

Your directors roKret to say that illness deprived 
them of the serviceH of Mr. itntherford, to whose ac- 
tive exertions much of the Improvement In the work- 
ins o' 'hl» iustitation in due. Another change made by- 
tho Board .was the purchase of Bspiiiies from trades, 
men la rotation, instead of by contract as formerly. 
This they eoqaider bastiroTedbeQaflclsl so tba Hos- 
piMl and nttotactorir^w tb<f |iD«ta. . 

At tbe ci)U'mt-f)e«fai%ht of the year the books of the 
Hospital showed an Indehtedneea of $,1,003 70, which 
amount wae met by a grant from tlie I'rnvlnclal Gov- 
ernment of $3,()00. Of this suin $'2,2M hai been re- 
ceived by tho hoard and paid over pro rati?, as nhowu 
by the TreasurcT'* aeoount; the balance, $750, is still 
due from tho Provincial Onverimn'iit. 

Durinu tbe year a new Ward haa been erected by 
the GuTcrument, which enabled tho directors to In- 
crease tho comfort of patients by making a day Vfard 
for couvaleaceuts to be used also as a dining room, 
nitherto all mcalH were served in tbe sick wards. 

The drainage, which was viry defective, has been 
greatly improved, and a dead-bonse, wblck formerly 
was underneath the bkiildlbg, has* been eonstnteted 
on another part of the gronnd. ' 

Another iiupiovomcnt which adds much to the 
comfort of tliu imtii'nlK, ond which your direotorH 
have been able to do out of the ordinary revenne.was 
to purchase iu England Iron bodHteads to roplaco tho 
old stretchers. 

During the year lO,! patients have been idmlttod, 
making, with 'JJ nir. ady there, a total of 127 Indoor 
patients. Of this, 11 have died. UU have been dls- 
chttri?ed and 17 remain in th" wiirdn. There havo also 
been 4e perHOiHi treated u.s out.loj'" patients, receiv- 
ing advice and mi-dlciue (iratis. Tbe daily cost per 
head averageB 90 cents, and drdnctlng tlie amounts 
for f arnitar6 litid repairs, reduces Ibis io 84 cents per 
head. . Tbe aTerage.aa repbrtad last year, beingtl 03, 
thns showihR a saving of about 20 cents per bead per 
day daring the i)ii8t year.

"Within the past two , weeljs we have 
re-published from the Toronto 'Globe' 
two excellent letters from the pen of 
Mr. E. J. Barnard. Those letters 
created in this' city the liveliest feel- 
ings of satisfaction that one so able 
and influential, as the writer undenia- 
bly is, should have cOEQe"~to the " de 
fence of British Columbia when she 
was foully attacked by an anonymous 
oortespondent of the 'Globe,' who 
sought to detract from the value of 
.this Province to the Dominion and li- 
belled in a very gross manner her citi- 
zens. It was aatural Ibnfc the 'Globe' 
(intent on making the best possible 
bargain with Columbia in the interest 
of the Eastern Provinces) should en- 
deavor to pick to pick to pieces Mr. 
Barnard's manly and convincing lot- 
tars, and try to eoui.teract tho great 
influence of bis sound lugnmeut on 
Canadians to convince them of the 
importance of retaining their hold on 
this Province oven at tho cost of a 
Railway from ocean to ocoau. Wo say 
that such a line of conduct was (^uito 
compatible with the 'Globe s' idea of 
its duty to tho people of tho Province 
in which it is published. One may 
question the wisdom of a nolicy of ir- 
ritation in. dealing with and speaking 
of British Columbia; but lioue will 
dispute the right of the 'Globe' to 
advocate any policy it may see fit. Wo 
confess, however, that wo wore not 
prepared to liiul a uowspapir publish- 
ed in Victoria City attacking tho char- 
acter and standing of tho do/onder of 
the Province. It was enough, surely, 
that the 'Globe' should assail Mr. 
Barnard. But no one anticipated that 
he would have been "wounded in tho 
house of bis friends" while in the act 
of defending thoso friends from tho 
rude assault of what the 'Standard' 
has bawled itself hoarse in denounc- 
ing as "tho common enemy." Yester- 
day's leading article in the 'Standard' 
was simply disgraceful. No doubt it 
was galling to our contemporary to 
find the man it has frequently re- 
ferred to as "a traitor," extolled on all 
Bides for the plucky manner in which 
he took up the cudgels in behalf of the 
Province. No doubt it "ate its 
heart" with envy when it found his de- 
fence copied into and approved bv 
every newspaper in tho Proviuco pave 
one — and that itself. But because it 
may be devoured by those discredita- 
ble feelings is no reason why it should 
attempt to destroy tbe good impies- 
eion Mr. Barnard had certainly made 
in the interest of Coluuibia at the 
East. Now, Jet us see what is the 
"head and front of tho offi.udiug. " 
Mr. Barna d pointed ou t to the 'Globe' 
the impolicy of irritating and abusing 
British Columbia at a time when it 
was of the greatest impoi tanco tliat 
the public uiiud oflho Pnn-ince sliould 
be traiiqudizeil and calmed. He also 
stated tliat British Colunjbia asked 
only her rights of Canada. Was there 
any crime in that? The "Standard" 
seems to think there was; for it savs 
that in writing as ho did .Mr. Bainard 
was merely the mouthpiece of cer- 
tain interested individuals (as if uvery 
Columbian were not interested in ob- 
taining a satisfactory soluiion of the 
railway puzzle) and actually upbraids 
our Toronto contemporary for taking 
the slightest notice of "P.J.B.'s" lt)t° 
ter. As Squeers would say, "Here's 
richness!" • 

A champion of British Columbia, 
who entered tho lists against a 
powerful antagonist whose chief wea- 
pons are prejudice and misrepreaen- 
tation, retarniog flushed with viotory 
from the tournament, is to be assniled by 
tho people in whose canso lu> ban Ijiittkd 
with ooutuaipl luut coiitumflj.

Where 
is the "Genial and Gifted" Amor ? How 
does it happen that bis elat ion voice umh 
not raised or his trenchant pun wielded 
in dofonco of hiH Pro iiico? How does 
it happen tliut a '"low literary vagrant" 
was suffered to libel Columbia without 
"our only able representative at Ottawa" 
rising up in hor defence ? Is it not 
shameful that while the defamer of the 
Prorinoe is allowed to esdape with scarce 
a word of reprotjation from the men who 
should bo tho first to attack him , the do- 
fonder is assailed with all tho vitupaia 
tive energy at tho command of our "cou- 
temporary ? We have too high an opinion 
of Mr. Barnard to think that anything 
the Standard may say will defer him from 
■poaking more good words for the Pro- 
vince as occasion may arise; and ho ia too 
far above the reach of tho shaftH of envy 
and malice that are hurled at him to bo 
in tb« least afTeoted by ouch slunderous 
emanations as our ouutemporary's.

Oibbs'; I don't recollect who 
was there at the time; I don't recollect 
what money was paid on that ooca.sion. I 
am a sailor by profession; I was in jail 
at New WestoiiBster on suspicion of mur- 
der; I run away from my ship. Tho ma- 
gistrate: "That's no crime; it's to hia cre- 
dit." Mr. Morrison: "No crime ? well, I 
am really ashamed to hearsaoh language 
from a magistrate." 

J. Atkins, sworn:— I livo at Langloy; I 
was not in Mr. Gibbs' house in Decem- 
ber; I never paid him for auy drinks. J. 
P.: "That will do, if that's uU you know." 

Cross examiued by Mr. Morrison: "I 
saw Johnston smash a cup in Mr. Gibbs' 
storo; I was present at the time, Johnston 
was pretty /M«j Mr. Qiblis told him to 
leave tho house. 

Mr. Morriaon declined to call any de- 
fense, but procoodod to ask the magistrato 
Budor what statuto he was trying tho 
case. J. P.: "Under no statute at all; 
under a By-law of the Municipality." Mr.' 
Morriaon quoted from several acts show 
ing the fallacy of tho trial. J. P.: "I 
have tho power to do as 1 ploaso in this 
matter" and ordered tho defendant to pay 
a fine of 5250, failing p.iymeut, throo 
month's imprisonment.

An AaoREasiVE Swordfish. —Tho brig 
P. M. Tinker, Capt. Bernard, pre- 
viously mentioned as having arrived 
here from Richmond, leaking, for re- 
pairs, has been hauled up on the ways 
at Graves' shipyard. On examination 
yesterday it was discovered that the 
leak was caused by a swordfish, the 
sword being found broken off forward 
the bands, about 16 feet abaft the 
forefoot. The fish, in striking the 
vessel, must have come with great 
force, as the sword penetrated the 
copper sheathing, a -l-inch plank, and 
through tho timbers about 6 inchos— 
in all abont ten inches. It oconrred 
on the morning of the 23d December, 
when the brig wag 18 dava out from 
Rio, and in the neighborhood of Cape 
St. Roque. She was pumped about 4 
o'clock in the morning and found free 
of water. About 6 o clock the same 
morning she was again pumped, when 
water was obtained, and on examina- 
tion it was found she had made ten 
inches of water. TIio mc-n wore kept 
steady at the pumps until her arrival 
at Richmond, and while there and on 
her trip here.— Norfolk, Va., Laud- 
mark.

I qiiestiou whether I evoi' ,^ an 
older face than that of " Mr Disrae 
seems to be in certain lights! We have 

public hfo here, where a man of fifty 
IS atUJ only, a poetical stiippiino. Ur 
■Disraeli is set doVh ■ ik the -Parlia 
mentary Companion" as scarcely vat 
quite seventy. I believe that soMl- 
uatured person has lately taken pains 
to prove that ho is a year older Still 
even if that were so, seventy-oue years 
would place him in the second rank 
according to sehibrity, of our statos- 
mou But Disraeli has not yet accept- 
ed the decrees of fate. He has not 
yet put oU the appearance and tho 
ways of youth. He drosses like a 
young man; he trios to walk like a 
young man; at a distance, and ' 'When 
bo IS erect aud not in motion,hG lboks 
almost like a sort of young man But 
the face, with its fallen cheeks and 
hps, its deep shady wrinkles, its awful 
hollows, its frequent convulsive move- 
ments, the thin wisps of hair strivin/r 
to keep thoir colour and to cover -itio 
bald places, the yellow, muddy.ghast- 
ly hue spreading from forehead to 
chin, the eyes that are occasionally 
aroused under the impulse of great ex- 
citement to an unnatural glitter- 
all this seems to suggest one of the 
most fearful forms iu which vindictive 
old ago punishes and humbles thoso 
who have shown themselves too obsti- 
nate in resisting her approach. Some- 
times I cannot look at the Prime Min- 
ister of Great Britain without beiufj 
reminded of Mrs.Skewtouiu "Dombey 
and Son." Sometimes. indeed, a more 
p cturesquo and heroic idea sugfrestg 
itself, aud Mr. Disraeli looks like a 
brokeu-down, plucked, tattered old 
eagle, whose iights and foes have le:t 
him almost nothing of .'his early self 
but eyes, claws and beak. But always 
the face of late years suggests that like 
Campbell's "Ontalissi," it is "death- 
like old." It is curious to observe tho 
the little pause which Mr.-; Disraeli 
makes at tho bar of the House— or' at 
least the place where the bar ought to 
be— before ho ventures on tho task of 
walking up the floor to his seat on his 
mimsterml bench. Evidently he still 
loves to show an appearance of jaunty 
and youthful vigour as he passes lip 
the floor under every eye. So he stops 
for a moment at the bar and steadies 
himself as you sometimes see a man 
who has drunk too much endeavor to 
steady himself before crossing a street. 
Ho aurvoya tho distance, makes perhaps 
mu ° ^^^^ °^ two.and then goes at 
i 1 i» usually very suoooss- 

fnj; a little too well dono perhaps for re- 
ality. Ho accomplishes tho journey in 
ono stroke, if I may uso such an expres- 
sion, without stopping or taking breath 
or faltering, but with a sort of determin- 
ation and self mastery which shows how 
much it coats to be young and jannty 
still. Disraeli is believed to imitate 
Lord Palmetston. But Palmerston at 
eighty had no more idea of collecting his 
strength, of pulliag himself together for 
a jaunty walk up tho House, than a man 
of forty would havo. Ho bowled along 
without thinking of it. I fear our states- 
men aro growing degenerate. Mr. Glad- 
stone retires at sisty-sii; and Mr. Disraeli 
has to affect to bo still voung at seventy. 
I heard Lord Lyndhurst make a very 
effeotive speech iu tho House of Lorda 
when he was ninety years old; and Earl 
Russell IS still DiiPy iu writing books and 
pamphleta upon all manner of subjects, 
whether ho knowa anything about them 
or not, and corresponding with the ro.- 
presentatives of forcigii ' "revoltition'a, 
whether ho understands what they want 
or not; and ho is, I think, eighty-four 
years old; and ho made the acquaintance 
in Florence of tho Countess of Albany 
tlie widow of Charles Edward, the young 
Chevalier! Just turn that over in your 
miud. Tho House of Lords was addrsss- 
od more than once last session by a noble- 
man who had in his day talked with tho 
widow of Bonnie Prince Charlie! There, 
if you like, is a statesman who might 
fairly bo allowed to pause and gather 
strength before attfliuptiug a rapid walk 
up tho floor of a Parliamentary hall.—
